Scientists Want 


to Meet Him 


Early in this century the Amer- 


ican astronomer Percival Lowell 
wioie a couple of books that stirred 


•ft'P a bitter scientific feud over 
"the 
planet Mars. 


The books were "Mars arid Its 
Canals" UU06) and "Mars as the 
Abode of Life" (1908)—their theme 
being that the planet has vegetable 
and animal life, the latter of an 
order presumably higher than man 
since conditions on Mars are more 
exacting man here on Earth. 


What I remember about i_,owell's 


books is this: The surface of Mars 
shows straight lines, 
presumably 


the lines of the canals tnat are sup- 
posed to carry water from me 
"Inciting polar ice caps down to the 


planet's equator. This was the key 
lo Lowell's theory, for it is axiom- 
atic that a straight 
line 
never 


occurs in nature—nature's cracks 
are crooked. A straight line, there- 
fore, would indicate the hand of 
man, or his equivalent. 


The lacts about Mars are these: 
The planei owing to its smaller size 
has lost more of its aimospheric 
moisture than Earth has; 
ihere- 
iore there are no oceans, 
only- 


f lakes and marshes. Water is at a 


premium, and aie assumption is 
mat over millions oi years Ihe

Accidents, one of the most im- 


portant causes of death in this 
country, are responsible for a great 
deal of crippling. According to 
a 


rece?it article on this subject in 
the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association, most accidents do 
not "just happen." Most of them 
could and should be prevented. 


Some progress in this direction 


has already been made. The Na- 
tional Safety Council has figured 
that, if accidents had been contin- 
ued at the same rate as in 1913, 
350,000 of us 
would 
have died 


of accidents since that time. 


Many ways of cutting down 
on 


accident!! 
are possible. In - 1944, 


1663 persons wore killed by col- 
lisions between automobiles 
and 


trains in the United States. 
If 


more railroad crossings were re- 
placed by 
underpasses or over- 


passes, therefore, one would ex- 
pect this type of accident far less 
frequently. 


Many accidents, especially 
to 


elderly people, have been caused 
by slipping in the bathtub. 
The 


use of rubber mats and hand grips 
would help to prevent this type of 
accident. Putting gates at the head 
of 
stairways would keep 
small 


hildren from falling down stairs, 
nd 
screening fireplaces 
would 


irevent a certain number of acci- 
ents from burns. 
Falls down basement stairs are 
ommon, but good lighting on the 
tairs 
would cut 
this 
hazard. 


'eople should also realize the dan- 
er of placing pails, brooms, and 
ither things on or near stairs. 


Accident Addicts 
Some people are particularly lia- 


ile to accidents, either because of 
ome physical difficulty or lor psy- 
hological 
reasons. 
Automobile 


rivers who are addicted to drugs, 
lave epilepsy, 
attacks 
of dizzi- 


css, or are alcoholics, 
are 
a 


langer to others as well as to them- 


. elves. 


Accidents are such an important 


cause of death and serious injury 
hat all methods of reducing them 
ihould be pushed to the limit.
